BYSTANDER'S OF INION. 

Prof, (loldwin Sniilh pays Mr. llanl- 
tain a higli coiiiplimetil in his weekly 
article in Ihe Weekly Sun. lie says: 
".Mr. Uitultllin may now be said to be 
fnirlv elected as the chainpion of pro- 
vincial rights, mui-secturian education 
ami holiest government against the dom- 
ination of the machine. His past his- 
tory bespeaks him to be the holder of a 
position which, considering the vast fu- 
ture of those provinces, is perhaps as nii- 
nortnill as any thai over was filled by 
n political lender in this country. Ho 
will undoubtedly have great ilillietilties 
to oucouuter. Tho foroign immigrants 
of those provinces, strangers, many of 
ithem to constitutional government, form 
only too up) materials for tin' exercise 
of official influence ami the working of 
the machine. Thai the machine will be 
worked in its full powers of evil hits, to 
our sorrow ami the disgrace of the leg- 
islature ami of the community, already 
appeared. On the other hand .Mr. Hnul- 
taiu \iill receive tho sympathy through- 
out the Dominion of all. whatever their 
partv title or badge, who set the country 
above party, including every Liberal who 
is no; n Liberal only in name, bill is true 
io the universal principles of the Lib- 
eral creed." 
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GOVERNMENT BY COMMISSION. 

If we are to judge by the number of 
commissions that have been appointed 
to investigate various matters in this 
province and elsewhere in Canada, but 
especially In this province, wo would 
almost be forced to the conclusion that 
our representative form of government 
was proving a failure. During the 
present year the following commis- 
sions have been appointed and have 
n-.et, or are meeting, or are about to 
meet, in connect ion with subjects af- 
fecting the welfare of this province: 

Pilotage investigation commission; 

Railway commission ; 
Tariff commission; 
Transportation < Commission ; 
fisheries commission ; 
Zinc commissi. ni. 

Six royal commissions are a great 
many in one year, and suggest, not- 
withstanding the number of members 
of tho House of ('ominous and the 
Senate, whose indemnities, by the way. 
have been materially Increased on ac- 
count of working overtime, that an 
effort was being made toward?: gov- 
ernment by commission. The prob- 
lems that are being, or have been, 
dealt with by litem are largely west- 
ern — in fai l. aim. >st wholly so. The 
reason for thai is not far to seek. Ill 
lies not only in the fact that with 
development new conditions are aris- 
ing that require special consideration, 
but also in Hie m., si important fact 
that th.-re is insuflleienl representation 
from tho West in the Cabinet, and 
that from the sheer lack of nilvicp and 

assistance the governmeni is r .-.l to 

go out into the highways ami byways 
of i be vast counl ry west of the i heat 
Lakes and find ..ui by commission its 
special re<tuiremoii is. 

There is only one minister with a 
port folio in t he government at ( it ta wn, 
representing a country larger than all 
the resl of Canada, which boasts of 
not i'ss than llfteen. Manitoba and 
Ihe Northwest alone this year will 
market agricultural products to the 

ext. 'in of $100,000, in value, while 

British Columbia's contribution to the 
output of ihe Dominion will nol be 
much short of $:)», 000,00(1. With ihese 
lnrge and diverse Interests to super- 
vise, ihe lark of cabiii.-i representation 
is surprising, Tli" very reason which 
justifies the creation of commissions i 
to enquire Into the Industrial and com- 
mercial requirements of the country 
suggests in a much stronger d igree the 
increase of cabinet ropresentat ion in 
order that the government may be 
always fully advised respecting them. 

Needless to say, th.- situation de- 
mands not only mor,. cabinet repre- 
sentation, but representation by men 
nf cabim 'I rank, men of energy, men 
of wide acquaintance with and under- 
standing the economic conditions, md 
men of ability and force or character — 
not mere politicians. It is stated as 
an excuse for the neglect of the West 
in Ibis respect that the government 
has not p.mong Its followers the rlphl 
kind of cabinet timber, and that as 
long as the West will persist In send- 
ing to Ottawa the class of representa-
